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1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-46, drawn to methods of using peptides to inhibit bacterial growth or 
infection, classified in class 514, subclass 14. 

II. Claims 50-55, drawn to a method of screening a phage library, classified in class 
435, subclass 32. 

III. Claims 58-65, drawn to a method of identifying a receptor with peptides, 
classified in class 436, subclass 501. 

The inventions of Groups I, II, and in are patentably distinct from one another because of 
the materially different method steps and because of the materially different results of each 
method. Group I involves therapeutic treatments and sterilization procedures by which bacterial 
growth or infection is prevented, inhibited, and or treated. Group II involves a method of 
identifying peptides with anti-H. influenzae activity. Group HI involves a method of identifying 
bacterial receptors. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Groups II or EI, and the search required for Group II is not 
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required for Groups I or III, and the search required for Group III is not required for Groups I or 
II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

If Applicants elect either the invention of Group I or the invention of Group in, linking 
claims 47-49, 56, and 57 will be examined with the elected invention. Claims 47-49, 56, and 57 
link(s) inventions I and III. The restriction requirement between the linked inventions is subject 
to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 47-49, 56, and 57. Upon the allowance of the 
linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and 
any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable linking 
claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicant(s) are advised that if 
any such claim(s) depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable linking 
claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the 
continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction 
requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S. C. 121 are no longer applicable.

2. If Applicants elect either the invention of Group I or the invention of Group in, the 
following restriction among the claimed amino acid sequences is additionally imposed: 

Claims 1, 10-19, 28-49, and 56-65 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably 
distinct sequences comprising: SEQ IDNOS: 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8. These sequences are 
patentably distinct, each from the other, because of their materially different amino acid 
sequences. Searching all of the claimed sequences would constitute an undue burden on the 
examiner because different sequence searches would be required for each of the claimed 
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sequences. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed sequence, even 
though this requirement is traversed. This restriction requirement among the claimed amino acid 
sequences applies to the linking claims as well as to the inventions of Groups I and III. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the sequences are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the sequences 
to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case! In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

This is not a species election, but a holding that the sequences are patentably distinct, one 
from the other. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR
